BURIED SCANDALS. 


One Proves Too Strong for 
Council Committee and Is 
Sent to the State’s 
Attorney. 


ACCUSED ALDERMEN RAGE 


Rumor of an Order in Prepara- 
tion to Oust the Building 
Commissioner from 
Office.

Rarely has the city council committee 
room been crowded with eo many angry, 
excited men as thronged it all yesterday 
afternoon while the ten worried members 
of the Bartzen investigating committee 
poked into the building commissioner's 
charge that there are grafters among the 
city fathers. 

Every time they poked, some alderman 
raged. Part of the investigation was too 
scandalous for the committee and was turned 
over to State's Attorney Healy. 

This was the affidavit submitted by Sam- 
uel Gregsten, a property owner, certifying 
that he had been asked to furnish a boodle 
fund of $20,000 while the finance committee, 
early in 1905, was considering the purchase 
of his land at State and Thirteenth streets 
as a site for the Harrison street police sta- 
tion. He says he refused and that the com- 
mittee then voted not to buy his land 


William Loeffler Mentioned. 

The affidavit further recited that he had 
been approached and asked to cut his bid 
from $100,000 to $75,000 and accept in lieu of 
the cut an apartment building at 6022-6024 
Jefferson avenue, and belonging, he said, to 
William Léeffier. He claimed that the 
structure was not worth $15,000. 

This story Was sprung a year and a half 
ago, but was then ignored by the finance 
committee. The announcement yesterday, 
however, that Gregsten was willing to go be- 
fore the grand jury and name the alleged go- 
betweene gave it all the force of a fresh 


sensation.

Witness Prefers Grand Jury. 

Beyond much doubt, the chief feature of 
the investigation will be the course taken 
by the Gregsten affidavit in the state’s at- 
torney’é office. The committee, by a unani- 
mous vote, instructed Chairman Richert to 
turm the document over to Mr. Healy this 
morning. This was done because of the 
statement that the complaining witness pre- 
ferred to tell his story to the grand jury. 
Gregsten is now a resident of Hinsdale, and 
was at one time the owner of the Windsor- 
Clifton hotel property. He was not present 
at the session. 

I wanted him to come, but he was uriwill- 
ing. said O'Shaughnessy. ‘“‘He is a man 
of property and prefers, he says, to open 
his fight before a tribunal which has power 
to summon witnesses.“ 


Gregsten’s Affidavit. 

The affidavit was then read without further 
comment. It follows: 

Samuel Gregsten, a resident of Hinsdale, 
III., doing business in the city of Chicago, 
being duly sworn upon oath, deposes and 
says: ‘About Nov. 1, 1904, advertisements 
were printed in the,Chicago Daily Journal 
calling for offers of sites that could be used 
by the city for a new police station to take 
the place of the Harrison street station. This 
advertisement provided that the site must be 
between Van Buren and Fourteenth streets, 
and between Fifth and Michigan avenues. 
It was printed for at least a week and stated 
no definite time by which offers must be in. 

In reply to thie advertisement, I fur- 
nished the city controller with an offer to sell 
the city the northeast corner of State and 
Thirteenth streets, 104x148 feet, fronting on 
two streets and a paved alley, for $100,000. 
This was the lowest price at which any site 
was offered. 

Loeffler Building Offered. 

‘While the offer was under consideration 
by the finance committee of the city council 
early im 1905, I was approached by a real 
estate broker, who proposed that I take 
$75,000 in cash and a flat bullding at 6022- ;

Three Possible Ways Out of Desperate 
Straits Are Stated, 


At a meeting of creditors of the Zion City 
estate last evening in Zion tabernacle, Re- 
ceiver John C. Hately announced that con- 
ditions have reached a point where they de- 
mand that immediate arrangements be made 
for selling the entire property. | 

Many of the creditors, he said, are in ab- 
solute poverty as the result of having in- 
vested their all in the kingdem,” Others 
are borrowing to meet living expenses and 
are approaching financial ruin, The receiver 
said that he is receiving every day urgent 
letters asking for an immediate settlement 
of the estate's affairs. 

The fact that winter has arrived makes 
the crisis sharper, and Mr, Hately felt that 
th dictates of humanity must be met. 

After this statement of conditions, . which 
was acquiesced in by his auditence with 
hearty applause, Receiver Hately proceeded 
to outline at length three plans which he, 
with Judge Landis and the official appraiser 
ot the American Trust and Savings bank, 
has formulated for the disposal of the 
property. a 
Three Plans Proposed. 

The plans are; 

1. Selling of .the 9400 immediately under the 
hammer. This,..in. the opinion of the bank ap- 
praiser, would realise 11 cents om the dollar for 
the creditors. g 

2. Selling of the estate gradually through land 
brokers and real estate men Thie course, it W 
estimated, would realize 25 cents on the dollar 

3. Digposal of the estate to the creditosr or a 
board of trusteés appointed by them after all 
prior claims have been settled. 

The adoption of the third plan, the receiver 
said, would give the creditors a clear title 
to the estate and would permit them to man- 
age it on the plan of a corporation, the 
amount of each creditor's claim correspond- 
ing to the amount of stock held. 

The plan contemplates the appointment by | 
Judge Landis of a board of trustees com- 
posed. of seven men, four to be Zion City 
men, two outside business men, and the sey- 
enth Receiver Hately. This board, acting 
as a board of directors, would manage the 
estate, which includes the entire business 
equipment of the town, in the Interests of 
the creditors. 

Three-Fourths Vote Needed. 

A three-fourths vote of the entire body of 
the créa@itors will be required before any of 
the three plans is adopted.

Practically everything of value of the kind 
was placed in a trunk and taken away by 
the robbers, who used the Stein carriage 
for the purpose of conveying the trunk to the 
station, where it was shipped into the city.

CITY BALKS PLOT 
IN TRACTION DEAL 


Union Company at Last Min- 
ute Demands Delay; Fisher 
Denounces Move. 


ARNOLD'S PAY IS $30,000. 


Chief Engineer Named for Com- 
mission to Supervise Re- 
habilitation. 


What was characterized as a bold attempt 
to postpone indefinitely the street car settle- 
ment and to “sandbag” the City railway 
into assisting the Union Traction company 


out of ite financial mess was nipped in the 


bud yesterday at a meeting of the city coun- 
cil’a committee on local transportation. 

Just as the finishing touches were being 
put to the City railway ordinance John M. 
Harlan, Judge Grosscup’s counsel, repre- 
senting the people, madd a proposal to the 
committee to postpone the final disposition 
of that ordinance until the Union Traction 
company is in a position to accept its ordt- 
nance. This will not be till the internal 
squabbles of the Union Traction company 
are settled and the ooncern reorganized. 

Mr. Harlan pleaded for the excision of the 
clause providing that in the event of the 
failure of the Union Traction company to 
accept its franchise the City railway will 
extend its lines to the north and west sides. 
He conveyed to the committee a covert threat 
—all the more covert because he said it was 
not a threat—that certain Union Traction 
interests might resist an attempt by the city 
to turn north and west side streets over to 
the City railway. That would mean more 
litigation and the same old cars on the 
street. 

In place of the present provision Mr. Har- 
lan wanted one for concurrent acceptance of 
the ordinances by the two companies. 


Fisher Denounces Delays. 


In a drastic denunciation of thie proposal 
Walter L. Fisher, Mayor Dunne's special 
traction coungel, declared he was disgusted 
with the interminable delays occasioned by 
Union Traction policies. He said the present 
acceleration of the traction settlement had 
been brought about by the decision of the 
cemmittee to do business with the City rail- 
way if Union Traction balks. He further- 
more charged that Harlan’s plan would em- 
power Union Traction interests to hold up 
the City railway’s project indefinitely. This 
might result in the sandbegging of the south 
side company to settle the Union Traction 
difficulties by guaranteeing the reorganiza- 
tion. a 

For my part,“ sald Mr. Fisher, I per- 
sonally have not the slightest desire, and 
have not the physical energy, and I have 
not the time—I have made enough sacrifice 
of time and energy—to deal with the propo- 
sition except upon some basis that means 
finality within a reasonable period, and that 
period, I want to say to yeu, has arrived. 
I say to you that the Union Traction com- 
pany must be ready by the middle of next 
month, at least, to say what it ie finally 
going to do.” 


See Blow at Mayor’s Plan. 


Mr. Fisher’s plea for the conclusion of the 
settlement at so early a date was taken by 
the committee as a blow at Mayor Dunne’s 
plans for a referendum which would post- 
pone the commencement of traction rehabill- 
tation until after the spring election. 

The committee adjourned without. taking 
action on the Harlan proposal, most of the 
aldermen declaring their opposition to the 
plan. 

Bion J. Arnold, the engineer who has given 
expert traction advice to the city during the 
last ten years, Was agreed upon as the chief 
of the engineering commission under “he 
supervigion of which the rehabilitation of the 
street car service will be carried out. He 
will receive a salary of $30,000 a year. 


Financial Details Completed. 


The details of the finances of the companies 
were also worked out. As the plan now 
stands, the 5 per cent interest on the whole 
investment allowed the companies Will be de- 
ducted from the net receipts, after which the 
division of profits between the city and com- 
pany will be made. 

The collision between Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
Harlan was precipitated by Ald. Dever, who 
innocently asked if the Union Traction com- 
pany was in a position to make a financial 
arrangements with thecity. General Counsel 
Gurley of that company said he thought/it 
was able to doso, and then Mr. Harlan sefzed 
the opening. 


Harlan’s Plea for Delay. 


“I cannot conceive,” he said, “ of any pub- 
lic advantage that would be derived by 
presenting this report, or any report upon 
this ordinance, in advance of a final report 
on the north and west side propositions, and 
I gay to this committee that if it were to 
take such a step as that, there being no pub- 
lie advantage to be gained by doing so, it 
would unnecessarily put obstacles in the 
path of those of us who are trying to deal 
with the delicate situation which we have 
to deal with, which involves our dealing with 
emotions, prejudices, suspicions, trusts, and 
fears of a body of men of conflicting in- 
terests, each one of whom is fearful of get- 
ting the worst of k in the final washout. 


Says Situation Is Complex. 


“Suppose some of the men interested in 
the underlying or the Yerkes companies on 
the north side are not satisfied and de- 
liberately contrive to prevent success. on 
the north and west sides, with the under- 
standing that those interested in the City 
railway would take care of them when they 
get the north and west lines? That could 
occur. I don't say that there is any such 
plan hatching, but I say that we are all 
human, gentlemen, and the way to keep men 
from putting a knife under your belt is to 
create a condition where the other fellow 
cannot profit by doing so.” . 


Hints at Possible Trouble. 


In opposition to the present provision that 
the City raliway will carry out what the 
Union Traction fails to do, Mr. Harlan 
dropped this hint of possible trouble: 

Now, of course, I am not making any 
threat. I will simply say to you that the 


that it would be well to keep the Union Trac- 
tion company in a friendly mood. 
Fisher in Hot Retort. 

“TI did not expect,“ replied Mr. Fisher, 
leaping’ to his feet, that Mr. Harlan would 
precipitate a discussion of this subject at 
this hour of the day. All I want to say to you 
is that Mr. Harlan, in my judgment, is as 
wrong as any one man can be in reference 
to the interests of the companies interested. 
The principal thing he is interested in is 
getting a solution of the Union Traction in- 
terests that will protect them against pos- 
sible loss. If you want to tie up the settle- 
ment of the traction question until they 
work out their legal difficulties——”’ 

“We don't want to do that,” interrupted 
Mr. Harlan. 

“If you want to take that position,” sald 
Mr. Fisher, let me exprese my deliberate 
opinion that the only thing which has 
brought about the situation in which we are 
now placed, and hae created a condition of 
things where the Union Traction people are 
actually dealing in good faith, is the pro- 
vision in this ordinance that if they do not do 
business along that line, then we would do 
b with the City railway company, 
and say to you the minute you abandon 
that position you abandon the fight in this 
whole matter. 

“If you put pressure upomthe Union Trac- 
tion people, say you mean business, tell 
them that on or before a certain day in the 
next month you will pase these two ordi- 
nances, one for them and one for the City 
railway, and that if they don’t accept the 
City rallway company shall have the right 
to extend its syetem over the north and west 
sides. If you do that you will get a settle- 
ment before the sun goes Gown upon that 
last day.“ 

New Clauses Are Added. 

Several new clauses were inserted! the 
ordinance. One provides that d@urin the 
three year rehabilitation period 70 per cent 
of the grose receipts shal) be set set aside 
for actual operating expenses, the remainder 
of this amount, after the payment of oper- 
ating expenses, to be applied on renewals. 
After the rehabilitation period, 6 per cent of 
the gross receipts is to be spent on renewals. 

That means.“ explained Mr. Fisher, 
“that all of the expenses, including main- 
tenance and the 5 per cent brokerage, will 
be taken out of the 70 per cent. Out of the 
remaining 30 per cent the 5 per cent interest 
on the investment will be taken. The re- 
mainder will be divided between the city and 
the company in the ratio of 55 to 8.“

Dommittee Hears Arnold. 

The appointment of Bion J. Arnold as chief 
engineer with a total salary of $30,000 was 
in itself a high tribute to the genius and 
integrity of the man. Mr. Arnold retired 
from the committee chamber when the sub- 
ject was under. consideration. 

The committee fixed his salary ae the 
third engineer of the board at $15,000 and 
then added @ section providing that so long 
as he should remain in the position during 
the rehabilitation period he should receive 
$15,000 additional compensation. It was stip- 
ulated that as chief engineer he should “have 
charge of the preparation of plans and speci- 
fications and the general direction of the en- 
tire work.“ The other two engineers, one 
appointed by the city and one by the com- 
pany, are to be paid at the rate of $100 a 
day, not less than $38,600, nor more than 
$10,000 a year. 

Mr. Fisher declared that with Mr. Arnold 
in charge, Chicago would practically have 
municipal ownership from the first. Presi- 
dent Mitten said the work would be unified 
and done in a business-like way under Mr. 
Arnold, and that the only reservation he 
made was that the engineer would not be 
paid enough. Prof. Cooley, of the city’s 
expert commission, said Mr. Arnold had 
been offered $25,000 a year with expenses, 
and 2 per cent of the investment to take 
charge of an enterprise abroad, but that 
out of interest in the local traction situation 
he would decline the offer, to remain at 


home, 


DENY TURNING AWAY MEN 
FROM MUNICIPAL LODGING. 


People in Charge Say Some Applicants 
Leave When They Learn the Rules 
Police Think Closing Hour Too Early. 


An investigation of the accusation made 
by the police that applicants to the munici- 
pal lodging house often are refused admis- 
sion before 10 o'clock p. m., the official clos- 
ing time, revealed last evening that only 
men who refuse to comply with the regula- 
tions are turned away. 

James Mullenbach, superintendent, denied 
that men are refused admission before 
o'clock. He said a few applicants go away 
because they refuse to take a bath and have 
their clothing fumigated. 

The police of the Desplaines street station 
contend that the house should be kept open 
all night during the winter. On mand nights 
during winter as many as a dozen men are 
given lodging at the police station because 
the muniotpal lodging house closes at 10 
o clock. 

Jacob Pitzer, 75 years old, who was said 
to have been refused admission to the lodg- 
ing house, was found not to have been at the 
lodging house Tuesday evening, but slept 
at the police station. 

The police sent Pitzer to the lodging house 
last evening. but he refused to stay there 
when he learned that he had to take a bath 
and have his clothing fumigated while he 
slept. The case of the five other men who, 
the police say, were turned away before 10 
o’clock Tuesday evening is mainly a ques 
tion of veracity between the homeless men 
and Policeman Patrick Keefe, stationed at 
the lodging house.

SHOOTS AT DREAM, 


- WOUNDS HIMSELF 


J. W. Webster, a Woodland 
Banker, Impelled by Night- 
mare to Use Revolver. 


IN A CRITICAL STATE. 


Nervous Because of Robberies, 
He Sleeps Armed and Fires 
at Phantoms. 


A vividly realistic nightmare, aided by the 
presence of a revolver under the sleeper’s 
Ww, came near causing the death of John 
. Webster of Woodland, III., early yester- 
day morning. So closely did the dream ap- 
proach reality that Webster pulled his weapon 
from its hiding place and fired a shot which 
grazed his ll, missing the brain by a frac- 
tion of an h. 

The injured man is now at the Mercy hos- 
pital, under the care of his cousin, Dr. George 
he Fe mea r, president of the state board of 
health. 

Mr. Webster, who is 23 years old, ia the son 
of J. B. Webster, a wealthy grain merchant 
and banker of Woodland. For several years 
the father has been gradually relinquishing 
the active conduct of his business and the son 
is now in charge of affairwat the bank. 


Bank Robberies Make Him Nervous. 

Twice within the last year the bank has 
been robbed, and the fact has so preyed upon 
the nervee of the young man, according to 
his relatives, that he formed the habit of 
going to bed with a revolver under his pillow. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock yesterday morning 
Mrs. Webster heard a loud report. A freight 
train was passing at the time and she be- 
lieved the bund to be that of a torpedo on 
the track, but a short time later, having 
occasion to pass her son's door, she saw smoke 
issuing from the room. The young man wes 
lying unconscious, a bullet wound in his fore- 
head and the revolver lying beside him on 
the. floor. 

Dr. Webster was communicated with by 
telephone and directed that the wounded 
man be brought to the city in order that the 
best possible care might be given him. Two 
local physiciane accompanied him to the 
city on a train which arrived late in the 
forenoon. It was said in the evening that 
the bullet had been found! and that the young 
man has an excellent chance of recovery. 

In intervals of consciousness which came 
during the day Webster told his relatives the 
story of his nightmare. No reason for an at- 
tempt at suicide could be learned from mem- 
bers of the family or friends and the young 
man’s version of theaffair was accepted with- 
out question. 

Webster is prominent in local politics, being 
clerk of the township and a member of the re- 
publican county committee.

Guerin Would Defy Rule. 


In urging this motion Dr. Guerin said: 

_ “ The Dawes rule should either be amended 
or abolished. It ig absurd to have a rule 
which prevents a gentleman from calling on 
Supt. Cooley and asking him to make an ap- 
pointment without getting his name in the 
papers, I am as much interested in the wel- 
fare of the schools as Mr. Cooley, and why 
should I be deprived of the right to recom- 
mend an appointment? The rule as it now 
stands ig pernicious, silly, foolish. So long 
as I am on this board I am going to speak to 
Cooley or anybody else whenever I please, 
and I don’t care how much I am accused of 
pull. I want it distinctly understood that 
when I believe a certain appeintment to be 
for the best interests of the schools I am g 
ing to vielate thet rule.“ 

After an hour more of discussion the board 
adopted the resolution calling upon the man- 
agement committee to report on the rule. 

Supt. Cooley then asked the privilege of the 
floor, and denied that any of the pull re- 
ports had been given out from his office. He 
said they became public property after they 
reached the secretary's office and were ob- 
tained there. He defended Megan and de- 
clared in favor of the rule. 


Federation Demands Investigation. 

In a long letter to the board the teacher 
federation demanded an investigation of the 
charges made by Dr. White at an Englewood 
meeting that the federation had been spy- 
ing upon, boycotting, bullying, browbeating, 
terrorizing, intimidating, and subjugating 
the unorganized teachers and that there isa 
school where they are hounding the princi-

Asa result of his 
speech the boar authorized the finance com- 
mittee to submit a detailed report as to the 
condition of the school finances. A dozen 
teachers reported for increases last night 
were advanced in spite of the prediction 
made by Chairman Spiegel.

BUAT'S BOILER KILLS 20. 


NEW DISASTER ADDED TO oon 
OF MISSISSIPPI. 


Steamer Scovil Blown to Pieces and 
Passengers and Crew Huriled to 
Death While Vessel Lies at Land- 
ing—Well Known Captain and His 
Son Among Dead—Pilot, Blown Far 
Into River, Escapes—Engineer Es- 
scapes Unhurt, Though Near Boiler, 


Vicksburg, Miss,, Dec. 19.—Five white men 
and at least fifteen negroes were killed by a 
boiler explosion on the Steamer W. T. Scovil 
today. The accident is one of the worst in 
the history of the Mississippi river. The 
white men killed were: 
QUACKENBOSS, JOHN, Vicksburg,

QUACKENBOSS, WADE, Vickeburg, the ms 
ters son, purser, 

SMITH, JOSEPH, Yazoo City, Mise., clerk on the 
boat.

„Half of Fifty on Board Missing. 

The Scovil left here this afternoon heavily 
laden with cotton and with a crew and pas- 
senger list of fifty persons. Of that number 
more than half are missing. 

The explosion occurred at Gold Dust land- 
ing, about seventeen miles south of this city, 
while the boat was at the landing taking on 
freight. The boat was blown to atome. 
Many of the -tinibers were thrown hundreds 
of yards, and some of those aboard were 
blown almost to pieces. 

Of the white dead only the body of Lavell 
Yerger has been recovered. Wade Quacken- 
boss was heard to call for help soon after the 
explosion, but according to the reports of 
those who were on the boat escaping steam 
soon smothered his orles. Capt. Quackenboss 
was not seen after the explosion. 


Pilot, Blown Far, Hecapes. 

Pilot’ Dougherty was blown several hun- 
dred feet out into the river, but despite a 
dislocated shoulder managed to swim to the 
bank. 

The story of the accident, as told by J. I. 
Bruce, the engintér of the boat, is as fol- 
lows:

Coupled with the facts in De Raylan’'s 
romantic history which came to light last 
night, showing that he fied from Russia 
fifteen years ago under urgent necessity 
for dizgtise, the story has led to reports 
that De Raylan was connected in some way 
with the revelutionists and was in constant 
fear of hig life. The case thus far has dis- 
closed a remarkable double identity. 

Although it was admitted by all of De 
Reylan’s friends, and by the two women 
with whom he lived as husband, that the 
description of the dead woman in Phenix 
tallies with that of the Chicago clerk, an in- 
vestigation left the matter as to whether 
De Raylan was a man or a woman still in the 
balance. 

“I know he was a man. Who should know 
better? said Mrs. Anne de Raylan, 502 South 
California avenue, with whom De Raylan 
Iived until hie recent trip west for health. 
“ This is the work of his enemies. He was 
connected with the revolutionists.” 


Former Wife ‘Gives Testimony. 

“A woman, a woman,” said Mrs. Eugenie 
Bruchulis, 3112 South Halsted street, his for- 
mer wife, that is absurd. He was a man.“ 

“TI can testify to that, too, said her hus- 
band. “I can say positively that I knowyhe 
was a man.” ; 

“From what Mr. De Raylan’s former wife 
said to me years ago, and from what I ob- 
served, I think the report that he is a woman 
is true, said Mrs. Theodore Stangenberger, 
700 South California avenue, with whom the 
De Ray lans lived for five years. 

“It ig all a falsehood,’’ said the clerks in 
the Russian bureau office, at 56 Fifth avenue, 
where De Raylan worked for years. This 
opinion was borne out again by Baron Schlip- 
penbach. 

Despite these positive assertions, many of 
De Raylan’s feminine traits were pointed out. 
He wore high heeled shoes. He scratched 
‘and slapped his wife's face when he was 
angry. He tried by medicines io raise a 
| mustache. His shoulders were narrow and 

his hips broad. On the contrary, he drank 
and smoked and ran after chorus girls and 
rode a horse like a Cossack. 


Forced to Flee from Russia. 

The secret goes back into Russia. De Ray- 
jan left there when 18 years of age. He 
sailed from Odessa, for his parents lived 
Im Elizavetgrad, a town near that port. 
Raylan was born in Ivadnoy, near St. Pet- 
ersburg. It is claimed that he was smuggled 
out of the country because of a terrible 
secret which he learned concerning his fath- 


er, who was a lawyer. In New York, it is 


said, he became acquainted with Baron 
Schlippenbach and was brought to Chicago. 
The secret which enveloped him was kept 
even from his wives. He received constant 
communications from Russia, all of which 
he destroyed upon reading. He kept close 
watch upon all Ruselans arriving in this 
country and especially upon those coming 
from Odessa. 
No Doubt of Identity. 

Phoenix, Arts., Dec. 19.—[(Special. There 
can be no doubt that the person who died in 
a Phoenix lodging house, where she was 
known as Nicolai de Raylan, was the same 
individual known in Chicago by that name 
and employed at the Russian consulate in 
that city. He came here attended by Dr. 
Rowe, an aged Chicago physician. The doc- 
tor himeelf sent the body to the undertaking 
firm, where the discovery was made, and 
there could have been no substitution. 

Additional evidence was given today by 
Charies Tanner of Chicago, later from Aus- 
tralia, who positively identified the body 
as that of De Raylan, with whom he lived 
in Chicago before the latter’s marriage. 

From 1895 to 1897 Tanner, Martin Kastle, 
and De Raylan had bachelor quarters at 3500 
Rhodes avenue, Chicago. Tanner thinks 
De Raylan is an assumed name. Tanner, 
Kastle, and De Raylan chummed for two 
years. The chums were unsuspicious, though 
they kidded De Raylan on his feminine 
looks. 

De Raylan had about $2,000 In bank here, 
Dr. Rowe recently wired for $5,000 more. 
Rowe wants to leave, but cannot until the 
disposition of the body is determined upon 
and the affairs settled. De Raylan, with his 
wife and boy, was in Cafion City, Colo, six 
months „and there met Rowe. The wife 
engaged the doctor to travel with De Raylan 
and she and the child returned to Chicago.

Bishop Strong in Mission Work. 

Bishop McCabe—in earlier days Chaplain 
McoCabe—for over forty years had borne a 
conspicuous part in the progress of Meth- 
odism in all parts of the world. During the 
twelve years of his work as secretary of the 
Mission society the annual mission collec- 
tions went beyond the $1,000,000 line, and 
more than 150,000 were converted in foreign 
lands through the work of the society. He 
was the author of the famous phrase in 
Methodism, “‘ A million for missions. 

Oharles Cardwell McCabe was born in 
Athens, O., on Oct. 11, 18386. He was the 
youngest of a large family, which, when he 
was a boy, moved to Iowa. The McCabes 
were devoted Methodists. When 8 years of 
age Charles became a member of the church. 

After spending some years on a farm in 
lowa he served as a clerk in a general pro- 
vision store in Cedar Rapids, and afterwards 
went to Delaware, O., to attend the Ohio 
Wesleyan university. In 1860 he joined the 
Ohio conference. 


Becomes Chaplain in Civil War. 

After serving as a pastor for two years 
in Putnam, O., he became chaplain of the 
One Hundred and Twenty-second Ohio Vol- 
unteer infantry in the civil war. He went 
to the front and became one of the best loved 
chaplains in the army. 

In June, 1868, his regiment was engaged 
in a battle at Winchester, Va., with the army 
of Gen. Lee. The Ohio regiment, command- 
ed by Gen. Milroy, was defeated. Chaplain 
McCabe and a surgeon, who remained be- 
hind to care for the wounded, were cap- 
tured and taken to Libby prison, where they 
remained four months. 

After this he went into the Methodist 
centermial movement and raised $80,000 for 
his alma mater. One of the memorable 
speeches he delivered during this period was 
entitled “ The Bright Side of Life in Libby 
Prison.” Probably no lecture on the Ameri- 
can platform has been delivered more often. 


Made President of Ohio Wesleyan. 

In 1866 he was elected president of the 
Ohio Wesleyan university. He held this for 
two years and became conmected with the 
Church Extension society of the Methodist 


church at the request of the church. 


He was elected bishop in 1896 at Cleveland, 
©. Since then he had presided over an aver- 
age of ten conferences a year, and visited 
Mexico once and South America once, in- 
specting the work of the churches in these 
countries. 


OBITUARY. 


DR. WILLIAM HARRISON HIPP, 5409 
Michigan avenue, who for several years con- 
ducted the South Side hospital, died yester- 
day of pneumonia and other complications, 
chiefly nervous prostration. He was born 
at Berrien Springs, Mich., Jan. 12, 1864. He 
married Mise Goldyn Hunt at Darlington, 
Ind., in 1902, and had three sons. Dr. Hipp 
came to Chicago in 1888, and since then was 
surgeon at.the Cook county hospital, Chica- 
go hospital, Bennett hospital, and the Ameri- 
can hospital. At the time of his death he 
was a member of the Illinois state board of 
health, the City, State, and National Eclec- 
tic. Medical societies. 

WILLIAM W. BORDEN, millionaire phil- 
anthropist, geologist, and founder of the 
Borden college at Borden, Ind., died yes- 
terday at his home in Jeffersonville, Ind. 
He was 88 years of age. He won his great 
fortune In the west when gold was first dis- 
covered in Colorado and California. His 
museum of geological specimens was one 
of the finest in the United States, and he 
contributed many valuable specimens to the 
Smithsonian institution at Washington. A 
widow survives him. 

SAMUEL T. BLEYER, founder and until 
two years ago president of the Hawley Down 
Draft Furnace company, died at his apart- 
ments in the Lexington hotel on Tuesday 
after a lingering illness. He will be buried at 
St. Louls.

of Dec. 6, President Roosevelt says: 

“I am glad to avail myself of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by these resolutions to lay 
before the congress the following facts as to 
the murderous conduct of certain members 

of the companies in question, and as to the 
onspiracy by which many of the other mem- 


ders of these companies saved the criminals 


from justice, to the disgrace of the United

„The lieutenant of police of the town beard 
the firing and rode toward it. Hemet the 
raiders, who, as he stated, were about §fteen: 
colored soldiers. They shot him in the right. 
arm (it was afterward amputated above the 
elbow). A number of shots were also fired 
at two other policemen, The raiders fired 
several times into a hotel, some of the shots 
being aimed at a guest sitting by a window. 
They shot into a saloon, killing the bartend- 
er and wounding another man. At the same 
time other raiders fired into another house 
in which women and children were sleep- 
ing, {wo of the shots going through the mos- 
quito bar over the bed in which the mistress 
of the house and her two children were lying. 
Several other houses were struck by bullets. 
The shattered bullets. shells, and clips of the 


ground, are merely corroborative. So are the 
bullet holes in the houses, some of which 
it appears must, from the direction, have 
been fired from the fort just at the moment 
when the soldiers left it. Not a bullet hole 
appears in any. structures of the fort,

“The evidence proves conclusively that a 
number of the soldiers engaged in a delib- 
rate and concerted attack, as cold blooded 
as it was cowardly; the purpose being to

at an hour of the night when concerted or 
effective resistance or defense was out of 
the question, and when detection by identi- 
fication of the criminals in the United States 
uniform was well nigh impossible. 

„go much for the original crime. A black- 
er crime never stained the annals of our 
army. It has been supplemented by anoth- 
er, only less black, in the shape of a suc- 
cessful conspiracy of silence for the pur- 
pose of shielding those who took part in the 
original conspiracy of murder. These sol- 
diers were not school boys on a frolic. They 
were full grown men, in the uniform of the 
United States army, armed with deadly 
weapons. They perverted the power put into 
their hands to sustain the law into the most

deadly violation of the law. Yet some of the 


noncommissioned officers and many of the 
men of the three companies in question have 
banded together in a conspiracy to protect 
the assassins and wouldbe assassins who 
have disgraced their uniform by the con- 
duct above related. Many of these noncom- 
missioned officers and men must have known, 
and all of them may have known, circum- 
stances which would have led to the con- 
viction of those engaged in the murderous 
assault. They have stolidly and as one man 
broken their oaths of enlistment and refused 
to help discover the criminals.”’ 

For this reason, as quoted above, the presi- 
dent holds them equally guilty. 


Action Not Without Precedent. 


President Roosevelt then refutes by the rec- 
ords of the army the assertion that his action 
was without precedent. The documents ac- 
companying the message recite several cases 
in which white United States soldiers, being 
arrested for crime, were tried, and every sol- 
dier and employé of the regiment, or in the 
fort at which the soldier was stationed, vol- 
unteered all they knew, both before and at 
the trial, so as to secure justice. 

They recall also during the civil war nu- 
merous precedents for the action taken in 
the shape of the summary discharge of regi- 
ments or companies because of misconduct 
on the part of some or‘all of their members. 

In conclusion President Roosevelt says: 

“It is of the utmost importance to all our 
people that we shall deal with each man on 
his merits as a man, and not deal with him 
merely as a member ofa given race; that we 
shall judge each man by his conduct and not 
his color. This is important for the white 
man, and it is far more important for the col- 
ored man. More evil and sinister counsel 
never was given to any people than that given 
to colored men by those advisers, whether 
black or white, who, by apology and condo- 
nation, encourage conduct such as that of the 
three companies in question. If the colored 
men elect to stand by criminals of their own 
race because they are of their own race, they 
assuredly lay up for themselves the most 
dreadful day of reckoning. Every far-sighted 
friend of the colored race in its efforts to 
strive onward and upward should teach first, 
as the most important lesson, alike to the 
white man and the black., the duty of treating 
the individual man strictly on his worth as he 
shows it. 

“Throughout my term of service in the 
presidency I have acted on the principle thus 
ad voca ted.

BLAMES PEOPLE OF NATION 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS SCOURGE 


Physician Declares Disease Is Pre- 
ventable and That 400 Deaths a Day 


Are Caused by Negligence. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 19.—That the people 
of the United States are guilty, of the death 
of 400 persons a day from tuberculosis was 
the declaration of Dr. Thomas Darlington, 
health commissioner of New York, before 
the Twentieth Century club today. He de- 
clared the disease was preventable and 
could be entirely eradicated. Dr. Darlington 
advocated in combating this disease: 

First, the education of the state and the 
education of the individual. The state must 
be appealed to on the ground of political 
economy. It has been estimated, he said, 
that in the United States the annual loss in 
money from deaths from tubefculosis 10 

** Second, instruction as to the true nature 
of tite disease, its prevention and cure. Wide 
and general distribution of circulars, public 
lectures, and personal instruction must. be

Third, the codperation of the department 
of e@ucation to distribute to each child in 
the public schools of the city a small, simply 
worded card, giving easily comprehended 
rules for the prevention and cure of tubercu- 
losis."’ 


WANT NO CHRISTMAS RECESS. 


Representatives Lacey of Iowa and 
Clark of Missouri Oppose Transact- 
ing All Business in Last Moments. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.~In the house 
today Representative Lacey of Iowa in op- 
posing the adjournment of congress for the 
Christmas holidays, declared that “it is 
idiotic for the house to adjourn and then jam 
all legislation through under whip and spur 
during the closing days.“ 

The expression was called out in connection 
with the discussion of a resolution looking 
to an increase of the enrolling force. 

Representative Clark of Missouri char- 
acterized the statement by Representative 
Lacey as the most sensible thing he has 
waid for the last twelve years. 

Representative Clark said he believéd it 
would be wise if a rule were adopted prohib- 
iting the passing of any appropriation bill 
later than five days before the adjournment 
of congress. He thought the unseemly 
jobs that creep into appropriation bills during 
the closing hours of congress would be elim- 
inated by such a rule.“

$100,000,000 IS ASKED FOR. 


Prof. J. Pease Norton Says U. 8. 
Protects Swine, but Ignores 
Human Beings. 


New York, Dec. 19.—One hundred promi- 
nent men of the country have coneented to 
the use of their names as members of a com- 
mittee to further the movement for a na- 
tional department of health, which was 
launched by Prof. J. Pease Norton of Yale 
at the meetings of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science in Ithaca 
last summer. 

The committee may recommend the estab- 
lishment of a department with a representa- 
tive in the cabinet, or of a bureau under one 
of the existing departments. 


Committee Includes Big Men. 
Prof. Irving Fisher has named the com- 
mittee, which includes Andrew Carnegie, 


Mitchell, John D. Long, Booker Washington 
Felix Adler, James R. Garfield, Gen, Leonard 
Wood, the surgeons general of the army and 
navy, and many educators and scientists. 

The Chicago members of the committee are 
Dr. Frank Billings, president of the Asso- 
clated American Physicians; Henry B. Favill 
of Rush Medical college, Jane Addams of Hull 
house, and Prof. C. R. Henderson of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Wants $100,000,000 Appropriation. 

Prof. Norton holds that at least $100,000,000 
should be appropriated annually for the 
movement. Thousands have been expended 
by the government for stamping out cholera 
among swine, but not one dollar was ever 
voted for eradicating pneumonia among hu- 
man beings, he declares. 

Bureaua, like the marine hospital service, 
the bureau of animal industry, or the life 
saving service, might form the nucleus of 
such a department, and the work of the labor, 
census, and immigration bureaus might be 
considered in its fleld. 

Its powers would include all measures to 
decrease death and sickness, and increase 
physical and mental efficiency.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Seeretary of 
the Interior Hitchcock and Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wilson were personally censured 
today. by a select senate committee. 

They were told sharply that they hed viq- 
lated the law in withdrawing from allotment 
nearly 4,000,000 acres of lands belonging to 
the five civilized tribes im Indian Territory 
for the purpose of creating a forest reserve. 

The two cabinet officers appeared before 
Senators Clark of Wyoming, Teller, Long, 
and Brandegee, Who are investigating. the 
gin rights of the five tribes. 

The order witha wing the land from allot- 
ment wae issued ae in the present month. 
The department of agriculture planned to 
create @ forest reserve within the withdrawn 
lands which would contain about 1,500,000 
acres! These lands would have to de pur- 
chased from the Indians under some plan 
yet to be presented and an appropriation by 
congress would be requtred. 


Secretary Hitchcock Explains. 

Becretéry Hitchcock was first called to the 
stand today. He said that he had asked the 
forest service to report upom a request of 
Jack Gordon of Paris, Tex., and associates, 
that they be permitted to buy 200,000 acres 
for a game preserve, and that in making an 
adverse report on that proposition the forest 
service had asked for the withdrawal of the 
lands for a forest reserve. 

Mr. Hitchcock said that in granting the 
request he had only temporarily suspended 
the operation of the law requiring that the 
lands in question be allotted. The tentative 
suspension, he said, was for the purpose 
of investigation with a view to determining 
what was for the best interest of the Indian.

Frank Kuhn, Confessed 


Eater, Tells of Secret Code to Bay | 


Poisons of Clerk in “Levee” Store. 
— Witness ‘Be “Weak That 
clan Gave Him Injection That He 


Might Appear Befere Judge Sadler :

and Ten Story. 


An epitome of the effects of the cocaine 
‘traffic in the west side dope district ” was 
‘contained in the little drama enacted yester- 
day afternoon in and near Judge Sadler's 
courtroom in the Desplaines street police sta- 
tion. 

The afternoon session was occupied with 
the taking of testimony in the first of the 
cases against Dr. Albert Dahlberg, accused 
of selling cocaine illegally at Brendecke'’s 
drug store, at West Randolph and Sangamon 


Streets. The witness on whose testimony the 


case if based is Frank Kuhn, 25 years old, 
a self-confessed cocaine and morphine fiend, 
who has served several terms in the bridewell 
as the result of his indulgence in the drugs. 


Gaunt Girl Listene to Story. 

While Kuhn was on the stand piecing to- 
gether the story of his experience with the 
“dope” and his relations with Dahlberg as 
well as his shattered memory would permit, 
a slender, gaunt faced woman, hardly more 
than a girl in years, paced restlessly to and 
fro in the corridor outside the door of the 
courtroom, 

‘At intervals she would step impatiently to 
the door and listen as if waiting for some one. 
Then, her stare becoming vacant again, she 
Would reel across the corridor, muttering in- 
coherently. 

“It’s his wife,” said one of the policemen 
compassionately. ‘‘ She’s floatin’, all right! 
By which he meant that the woman was well 
under the influence of cocaine. 

An hour after the beginning of the session 
an older woman entered the police station 
and, confronting the girl, told her to go home. 
It was Kuhn’s mother. 

For a time the two women wrangled; then 
the younger allowed herself to be persuaded, 
and the two left the station, taking with them 
a 2 year old child who had been standing ina 
corner. 


Wife Persuaded to Leave. 

In his testimony Kuhn stated that he is 
a tailor and lives with his wife and two chil- 
dren at 271 West Madison street. He said 
that he had been buying coke at Sanga- 
mon and Randolph streets for four years. 
On one occasion, he said his wife had had 
Dahlberg arrested, but in spite of this fact 
he had been on such terms with the drug 
clerk that for the last two years he had ob- 
tained his coke by a secret code with- 
out having to ask for it at the store. 

Isn't it a fact,“ asked Attorney Brillow 
on cross examination, that recently Dahl- 
berg wouldn't sell you anything?’ 

„O, I've bought it,“ replied the boy. 

“Have you at any time within the last 
two years, as a matter of fact, asked Dahl- 
berg for cocaine?” 

“Why, I didn't have to. He knew just 
what I wantel. I had an understanding with 
him. Generally we had different kinds of 
words. For the last two years I've been 
using ‘seals.’ All I did was to ask for them. 
He knew what I wanted.“ 


Takes Drug to Get Strength. 

Before: Kuhn's examination was finished 
he was twitching uneasily in his chair and 
his attention wandered repeatedly from the 
| questions. It transpired in his testimony tnat 
he had had a physiciahm give him a morphine 
injection In the morning to enable him to 
stand the strain of the hearing. 

City Physician James F. Todd followed 
Kuhn on the stand and testified briefly as 
to the general effect of cocaine. The hear- 
ing will be resumed this morning. Four 
more cases against Dahlberg, based on the 
testimony of cocaine fiends, are to follow the 
Kuhn case. 

Some excitement was aroused in the morn- 
ing among those who are conducting the at- 
tack on the west side levee by the report 
that an investigator from the Young Men's 
Christian association had been arrested in 
the midat of an attack on Brendecke's drug 
store, the attack having been conducted 
along the lines laid down by Carrie Nation. 
It transpired later that the young man—Will- 
jam B. Matthews, 431 West Lake street 
was intoxicated. A course ticket for a series 
of Y. M. C. A. lectures found in his pocket 
had started the report.

If Col. Lewis wins the sult the Pullman 
company will have to pay something like 
$1,850,000 instead of the $100,000 it stands to 
pay under the board's ruling. 


Chicago Lawyers Clash. 


With the Pullman case out of the way, a 
clash. between John C. Richberg, special 
representative of Col. Lewis, and Maxwell 
Edgar, assistant corporation counsel, was 
the entertaining feature of the special session 
this morning of the capital stock committee. 

Mr. Richberg took issue with Mr. Bdgar 
when the latter made derogatory remarks 
concerning the assessments returned by the 
Cook county board of assessors, for which 
Richberg is counsel. After Edgar repeatedly 
had ignored Richberg’s protestations, the 
latter finally averred with much anger that 
the assistant corporation counsel) didn’t know 
what he wae talking about. 

In his argument before the committee Mr. 
Edgar attacked the safety deposit companies 
of Chicago, which he aeserted were con- 
trolled by the various banks of the city, 
which he deolared were notorious tax dodg- 
ers. He referred particularly to the National 
Safety Deposit company, and asked that it 
be assessed on the basis of a ene etock 
value of $2,500,000

These la wa forbid any marriage contracted 
by a member of the reigning family without 
having previously received the sanction of 
the sovereign in council—that is to say, of 
the sovereign in conjunction with the privy 
council. Marriages not so autharized are 
invalid by the terms of this law. 

The late duke of Cambridge, while a young 
officer in garrison at Dublin, married ec- 
clesiastically a ular and beautiful act- 
ress, Miss Louisa Fairbrother, by whom he 
had several children. His wife took the 
name of Mrs. Fitzgeorge, which is Hkewise 
borne by her sons and grandsons. Her half 
century of married life was spent at a house 
in Queen street, Mayfair—‘ my little home 
of fifty years with my beloved Louisa 
close to Gloucester house, at the corner of 
Piccadilly. and Park lane, where the duke 
had his residence. 

The marriage did not receive the senction 
of the queen and of the privy council, neces- 
sary to render it a legal contract, which 
would have had the effect of investing Mrs. 
Fitzgeorge with her husband’s royal rank 
and status. It was invalid in the eyes of 
the law, and Queen Victoria’ held that if 
she were to have any intercourse with Mrs. 
Fitsgeorge or to receive her it would be 
construed as an unconstitutional recogni- 
tion by the sovereign of a flagrant violation 
of a law specially enacted by the people for 
the government of the royal family. 


—~o 


Mrs. Fitegeorge never appeared at an 
of the entertainments given by her 
at Gloucester house. She was never seen 
with him anywhere in public. In fact, the 
people at large, both at home and abroad, 
were altogether ignorant of her existence 
until the announcement of her death. 

Two of her sons were Knighted on their 
father’s death by King Edward, the dis- 
tinction being bestowed upon them, accord 
ing to the official amnouncement in the Ga- 
zette, for their services as equerries—that 
is to say, as gentlemen in waiting to H. 
R. H. the late duke of Cambridge.“ 

For the first time, too, the curtain ig lifted 
in these memoirs from the sort of mystery 
which has always prevailed ae regards the 
precise circumstances of the removal of the 
duke from the office of commander in chief 
of the military forces of the British empire, 
after holding it for more than forty years. 
It is of interest in view of the fact that the 
person who drove] him out of office is the 
present prime minister, Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman. The entry bearing upon the 
matter, dated May 19, 1896, is as follows: 

Had a conversation with Campbell-Ban- 
nerman on a wish expressed that\I should 
before the end of this year retire from my 


command of the army, with a view to great 


changes to be made at the war office. This 
decision has filled me with the deepest sor- 
row, as I still feel equal to the performance 
of my duties and never antielpated such a 
Gecision being come to without my willing 
consent. 

I must submit as best I can to the in- 
evitable. But I own that 1 am disgusted 
‘with this, to my mind, most unjustifiable 
proceeding.“ 

— — 


Campbell-Bannerman was at the time séc- 
retary of state for war, and although the 
royal family resented the action of the cabl- 
net in removing the duke, especially the 
methods adopted to bring about his retire- 
ment, yet Queen Victoria, with her respect 
for what she considered her constitutional 
obligations, allowed nothing of this to ap- 
pear in the official letter which she wrote 
to her cousin, as sovereign, relieving him 
of his command 

She even went so far as to confer the grand 
cross of the Order of the Bath upon the min- 
ister of war responsible for the whole af- 
fair, when shortly afterward the cabinet to 
which he belonged was overthrown. This 
honor was conferred upon Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman as an indication. that the 
sovereign harbored no ill feeling against a 
statesman for fulfilling what he conceived 
to be his duty, although at the expense of 
one of the members of her own family.

Stagg Does Not Know. 

“Everything is so much up in the air at 
present I could not even venture what we 
could do,“ he said. We have not the slight- 
est idea whether we will have more than five 
games, and, moreover, if we have seven 
“games, I am not sure our’ aculty would con- 
sent to play with either school. 

“We all feel pleased to have had the in- 


vitations, and I am sure Leo De Tray and 


all the boys on the team would be delighted 
to play against either eleven. Either game 
would give us an opportunity which we long 
have sought and I believe we could make 
the most of it if given a chance. , 
“Tf allowed to play it is quite likely we 
would meet only one of the two schools. Two 
eastern games under the circumstances 
probablyswould be too much for us. In mak- 
ing the selection I am sure we would find 
much difficulty, as both will have good teams 
next year and are strong on good sports- 


maaship. 
No Invitation from Yale. 

“We have received nothing from Yale as 
yet and I know nothing more about meet- 
ing with Yale than what I have read in the 
papers.’

New Haven, Conn., Dec, 19.— [Special, 
Only one western player, Eckersall of Chi- 
cago, is given a place on the all American 
eleven of Walter Camp, announced tomorrow 


in Collier’s Weekly. 


Camp selects Eckersall as quarter back on 
his first eleven, Marshallof Minnesota as end 
on his second eleven, and Garrels of Michigan 
as full. back on his third eleven. These are 
his only western selections. 


Mr. Camp~suthmarizes’the season ap fol- 


lows: 

The football season of 1906 proved conclusively 
that the position of the ball had become too valu- 
able under the old rules. Owing to the im prove- 
ment of the attack by concentrated mass playa, a 
first class team under the five yard rule could push 
its way two or three yards at a time for half the 
length of the fleld to a touchdown. The fact thet 
this was possible made it poor football policy’ to 
attempt a run on the wings or open play with the 
risk of losing the ball. The ten yard rule requiring 
double the distance to be gained in three downs 
forced open play at once. One would hardly risk 
a forward pass when he had the old five yard rule. 
The changes have worked out to give us a game 
pleasing to the spectator, lessening the number of 
injuries, less exhausting on the players, and admit- 
ting of greater strategy and less dependence upon 
brawn. 

And the point above all to be borne in mind is the 
excellent balance of the various departments of the 


game where the ball was thrown tndiscrimmatély 
all over the field soon would lack interest; a game 
that was all end runs and no attacks upon the mid- 
die of the line would become monotonous, The 
game as it stands is balanced by these various plays 
in a way that not even the most expert coach could 
have foreseen, and it gives all kinds of men an op- 
portunity. The light. active dodger is squght after, 
but he has not wholly supplanted the big, powerful 
man for the middle ofthe line. The heavyweight 
who may be too clumsy for other sports may be 
just the bulwark for the middle of the line and need 
not be abandoned for the greater activity of the 
small man. A fast man and a good kicker are 
necessities; the long passer is coming into great 
demand: there must be one absolutély sure catcher 
of punts; there should be a drop or place kicker; 
the majority of the men must be good tacklers, and 
altogether any weakness of any kind in any depgrt- 
ment of the game ts likely to prove disastrous to 
the team exhibiting that weakness. 

Having secured a game as well balanced as this 
the public and authorities will be rightfully un- 
willing to risk its loss through retrogression or ex- 
perimentatlon. Less distance to be gained in 
three downs will mean a return to mass plays. 
Greater freedom of the forward pass will make 
that pass a matter of luck instead of specific skill 
on the part of the passer and the man who ts to 
catch the ball. Besides, by taking off the yestric- 
tions we-should run the risk of bringing back the 
mass plays on tackle by the forcing back of still 
arother man on the defense. This would weaken 
the line to such an extent mass plays might quite 
possibly yield the necessary gains. The general 
desire is to have the rules crystallized to permit 
them to exhibit such further possibilities as they 
may offer, and take no chance by starting altera- 
tions, of disturbing the present balance. That 
séetns to be the lesson of the season, but in order 
to keep it before the mind it ought to be pressed 


horne with emphasis.

INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 


You have known from numerous addresses, both oral 
and written, what our ambition has been for years in the 
Industrial part of our business. You will bear us witness 
that our treatment of the policy-holders has been one of 
progressive liberality ever since the present administration 
of the Company began. The very first year of its incum- 
bency Paid-up policies—theretofore unknown to Industrial 
insurance in this country—were announced; and every year 
since then something has been done for Industrial polley- 
holders beyond any promise made in the policies. Bulletin 
No. 195 set forth these concessions and bounties up to its 
date and since then the successive years have been marked 
by progressive gifts and benefits offered to policy-holders; 
and this year the Company has been disbursing the enor- 
mous sum of ABOUT TWO MILLIONS OF DOLLARS in 
voluntary dividends upon non-participating Industrial poli- 
cies; fringing the total amount of UNPROMISED DIVI- 
DENDS in twelve years to about TEN MILLIONS OF 
DOLLARS to Industrial policy-holders in the form of 
dividends on premiums, dividends on death claims and in- 
creases of benefits upon existing policies. 

We have been enabled to accomplish this work all these 


years by steady improvements in business methods, by steady 


extensions of business territory, by steady additions to in- 
surance in force, by watchfulness in writing and taking care 
of business, resulting in a decreasing death rate, decreasing 
lapse rate and decreasing expense rate. These improve- 
ments we have announced to you from year to year; but 
perhaps from this very fact—their gradual, steady progres- 
siveness—you have failed to grasp their full significance. 
Yet year by year we have told you our aim-—to reduce ex- 
penses, to improve the death frate, to better the policies, to 
distribute the surplus, 80 t each year a larger propor- 
tlonate amount could be returned to policy-hoilders and a 
smaller proportionate amount used in expenses. 

Within the last few years our disbursements for death 
claims have been so continuously and markedly less in 
proportion to income, and our improvements in ratio of 


expenses shown so steady an tmprovement, that we thought 
the time had come to make a scientific resurvey, so to speak,” 


of the technical features of the business. We have made 
investigations into our mortality and drawn off into 
various periods our experience of mortality. The mor- 
tality tables upon which our present tables are founded 
were taken from the experience of 1890-1894. A compari- 
son of this with tables taken from the experience of other 
periods has shown a steady improveme..t in mortality. In 
the case of children the result is really startling. Take, 
for instance, age two next birthday. Our present table 
shows 49.3 deaths per thousand; a table 1896-1905 shows 
but 36.9; age three the figures are respectively 32 and 24.3; 
age five 16 and 9.8; age ten 5.5 and 3.8, and this improve- 
ment runs through the Infantile table. As to adults there 
is also a marked improvement. | 

These facts convince us that the time has come to con- 
struct new tables of benefits founded upon our experience 
of 1896-1905; and we are confirmed in our conviction by the 
fact that a table drawn from.the years 1901-1905 shows a 
better experience than that of the full decade. And it 
seems to us just to base these tables upon the experience 
of white lives; and to give benefits based upon the im- 
provement which we feel certain is permanent. How 
great this improvement is we IHustrate by a few figures 
comparing the table upon. which our present benefits are 
based with a table of white lives for the last ten years.

tables issued by other companies these have made neces- 
sary the accumulation of an increase of many millions: 


of dollars in reserve. -Unthinking persons come to the 
conclusion that this piles up the WEALTH of the Com- 
pany, forgetting that along with the increase of assets 


runs the increase of liabilities, and that the WEALTH of 


a company consists in its SURPLUS; and completely over- 


looking the remarkable fact that we have deliberately. 


kept down our surplus to about ten per cent of our assets 
by annual distributions of the excess of surplus earned to 
the policy-holders who contributed to it. Public opinion 
has changed and now cares more for death benefits than 
endowments. We are in business to please the public. We 
have a good deal of evidence that Ordinary Life and Lim- 
ited Payment Life contracts are thought preferrable to 
Endowments. We have resolved therefore to discontinue our 
Increasing Life and Endowment policies, which were designed 
to meet the public demand formerly existing, and which 
were, we believe, the first tables every really scientifi- 
cally constructed for Industrial policies. Our new Indus- 
trial policies will therefore be Whole Life contracts. But 
we think that as to these there are signs of a belief on 
the part of the public that payment of premiums ought to 
cease with old age. It is hard for people to see what to 
any mathematician is self-evident, that in life insurance 
the companies are enabled to pay the policies in full on 
lives of those who die soon after insurance only by the 
receipt of premiums from those who live out and beyond 
their expectations; and that the apparent hardship upon 
those who live long is only the contribution to the un- 
fortunate which is the essential basis of life insurance. 
However, it is possible of course to make tables for lim- 
ited payments and the problem is therefore to fix an 
age that shall not be so young as to raise the premiums 
or (what is the same in Industrial insurance where the 
unit is the premium and not the amount of insurance) 
to reduce the benefits unduly; and on the other hand to 
fix the age not so old that the benefits of the limits of 
payment of premium shall be lost. We have fixed age 
76 as the limit of payment of premiums ‘because at that 
age we are enabled to only slightly reduce the benefits dur- 
ing life and because we have not received many com- 
plaints of the necessity of paying premiums up to that 
age. And to the occasional complaint that “people never 
live to such old age,“ we may answer that in 1906 we shall 
have voluntarily, as matter of grace, paid about 2,700 
claims as ENDOWMENTS on policies issued as WHOLE 
LIFE on persons reaching age 80 after paying premiums 
for 15 years or over. 

Constructing a table of benefits upon these four prin- 
ciples—Whole Life instead of Endowments; our recent 
mortality experience instead of our old; a loading propor- 
tioned to our reduced expenses; and the payment of pre- 
miums ceasing after age 75—we shall put forth for 1907 
new tables in the Industrial department whiich are better 
than any company has heretofore issued and better than 
we have ever before this felt it safe to issue. 

The most striking change is in the Infantile table, 
because there we substitute Life tables with payment of 
premiums limited to age 75 for our comparatively short 
Increasing Endowment tables now in use; and are there- 
fore enabled to pay in benefits what we have been com- 
pelled to hold as reserve liability upon the endowment 
features. 

OUR NEW INFANTILE TABLES. WILL PAY NEAR- 
LY AS MUCH IN DEATH BENEFITS FOR A WEEKLY 
PREMIUM OF FIVE CENTS AS WE HAVE HERETO- 
FORE PAID FOR A WEEKLY PREMIUM OF T 
CENTS. It is of course understood that the law fixes a 
maximum of benefits payable upon children and this we 


cannot exceed. We have therefore increased the benefits at 


the later ages for persistence. Thus at age two at entry 
the benefit in case of death at age nine is $173, while the 


benefit at age three at entry dying at age nine is $169, and 
the benefit at age four at entry dying at age nine is $165, 


and so on. This e a recognition of the additional years for 


which premiums have been paid by those entering at earlier 
ages when death at the same age. It follows from 
this large increase benefits for five cents that hereafter 
no policy will be under the Infantile tables for a total 
premium of more than five cents.

We have increased the immediate benefits under all of 
these policies in accordance with the ruie we made retro- 
active this year, to half-benefits during the first six months 
and full benefits thereafter. 

We have introduced ‘into all of these -policies new fea- 
tures in the way of surrender values. Paid-up policies will 
be granted after THREE years instead of five; extended in- 
surance will be granted after three years at the option of 
the holder; and cash surrenders will be paid after ten years. 
The policies will be in new and attractive forms, with three 
pages instead of two, in order to set forth all of the con- 
cessions, making the rights of the policy-holders so plain 
that any one will be able to tell what he is entitled to. And 
the whole contract will be expressed in the policy, doing 
away entirely with the necessity of a copy of the applica- 
tion, using the form in this respect for ALL policies which 
we adopted many years ago for policies under $300,

ORDINARY DEPARTMENT. 


One of the most striking results of the Armstrong 
Investigation was the adoption of a provision restricting 
expenses for the first year of the life of the policy. And 
what is most interesting as well as complimentary to the 
METROPOLITAN is the fact, which appeared in the news- 
paper discussion at the time of the adoption of the re- 
port and bills, that this restriction by: law was justified 
by the experience of this Company in the matter of ex- 
pense as shown by an analysis of its annual reports. It 
is true that this Company kept its expenses almost with- 
in the limit prescribed by the new statute. But the 
statute is a penal one and we cannot run any risk of 
over-running the limit of expense. This necessitates 
a reduction of commissions, but the reduction will be 
very much less than that made necessary by the com- 
panies issuing participating polities.

THAN NON-PARTICIPATING POLICIES. In fact, in 
the true sense of the term, we have ‘not issued any other 
for nearly fifteen years, for, as we have often explained, 
the Intermediate and Special Class policies were based 
upon stock or a non-participating loading and the div- 
idends promised, if earned, were expected to be derived 
from the mortality. These policies were entirely novel 
and we had little experience to guide us. The Inter- 
mediate policies were based upon our Industrial table of 
mortality and were designed for Industrial risks who 
could afford to pay annual instead of weekly premiums; 
and the mortality of such a class could not be foretold. 
The Special Class policies were for sub-standard risks 
as to which the mortality could not be accurately pre- 
dicted. What we undertook to do was to pay back to 
the policy-holders the gain from such improvement in 
mortality over the expected as should be actually exper- 
fenced. As participating policies are based upon a higher 
or so-called mutual loading out of which dividends are 
expected to be earned, we claim that our Intermediate 
and Special Clase policies based upon a stock loading 
were in principle non-participating. All of our other 
policies in the Ordinary Department were by their terms 
non-participating. The law has justified us in the prin- 
ciples we adopted fifteen years ago, and today the Arm- 
strong laws and the similar ones prepared for other 
States are a vindication of the METROPOLITAN prin- 
ciples in which you have been trained. We have now 
an experience of Intermediate and Special Class risks 
which enables us to prepare non-participating tables. The 
tables of premiums as to these polities have heretofore 
been completely readjusted. We think you will find them 
most attractive. 

We realize that we shall henceforth have more .com- 
petition in non-partleipating policies. Other companies 


have announced their purpose to restrict their issue to 
this form. We have therefore thought it in your interest 
as well as our own and in the interest of the public, 
which is superior to both, to use a part of the reduction 
of commission to effect some reduction of premium.

Local receipts were 88 
cars, of which 46 graded contract, and ar- 
rivals at primary points amounted to ap- 
proximately 800,000 bu, or about 28,000 bu 
under those of the corresponding dey last 
year. Weather conditions northwest were 
more favorable, temperatures being higher. 
Exports of wheat and flour at the seaboard 


last week was almost identically the same 
as in the week before. The quantity turned 
out was 290,405 bris, against 318,900 bris in 
1905, and 264,250 bris in 1904. .Considering 
the dull condition of the flour market, mille 
continue to run surprisingly strong. This 
week the output promises to approximate 
275,000 bris. Buyers are apparently giving 
heed to other things than flour, and business 
is restricted. Some mills which have con- 
siderable flour sold experience difficulty in 
getting shipping directions. Export business 
for the week was light. Outside mills report
